NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On August 15, 2011, at approximately 1030 hours, Deputy John Werner and Deputy 
ere on patrol in the area of 200 E. Compton Boulevard, Compton. 
The deputies saw Suspect Anderson urinating in the bushes visibly exposed to the public. 


Deputies contacted the suspect and requested that he cover himself up. As deputies 
attempted to detain him regarding the violation, Suspect Anderson became belligerent 
and resistive by yelling and pulling away from their grasp. 


Concerned for their safety, Deputy Werner eventually placed the suspect’s right arm in 
a Department approved rear wrist lock while Deputy ST sec a firm grip to 
control the suspect's left arm. As the deputies were escorting Suspect Anderson to their 
patrol car, the suspect attempted to free himself. Der 2c a popping 
sound while Deputy Werner heard and felt a popping sound come from the suspect's right 
elbow. Suspect Anderson then became compliant and was immediately handcuffed 
without further incident. 


Although Suspect Andersen stated he was physically fine, due to the deputies 
observations, a Field Sergeant was requested along with the Compton Fire Department. 
Suspect Anderson was transported to Gardena Memorial Hospital where he was 
diagnosed with and treated for a “Tiny fracture to the right elbow.” 


The suspected was then cited for Urinating in Public and released.

Suspect Anderson was interviewed by Sergeant Glenn Walsh immediately after the 
incident on August 15, 2011. The interview was video recorded.

Lieutenant Frank Montez was notified and Sergeant Sonja Bracken was assigned to 
conduct an Administrative review of the incident.

Suspect Anderson was cited for urinating in public (7-8.16 a CMC). He has a pending 
court date of November 15, 2011, in Compton Superior Court. 
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LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The incident occurred outdoors. The scene was illuminated by sunlight. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS: 


DEPUTY EE Employee A interviewed on 
September 6, 2011, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Sonja Bracken and Sergeant 


Dondra Cullins. Deputy Eas represented by Attorney Deborah Wadleigh 
from Green & Shinee. The interview took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in interview 
Room B and was digitally recorded. The following is a summary: 


Deputy said he has been with the Department for six years. He was 

and has been at Compton Station for 
three years. He and Deputy Werner have been working together for approximately two 
years. On the date of this incident, he was carrying OC spray and expandable baton 
on his person, as less lethal options. He had no contacts with Suspect Anderson prior 
to this date, therefore he was not aware if he had any medical or mental history. He 
said Suspect Anderson appeared handicapped due to his bowlegs.

Deputy [aici he and his partner were traveling westbound on Compton 
Boulevard at Douglas Dollarhide Drive when they saw Suspect Anderson urinating in 
public near bushes. The deputies parked their vehicle in order to make contact with 
Suspect Anderson. Deputy [said as they approached him, his partner 
instructed Suspect Anderson to cover himself up. Suspect Anderson responded by 
saying, ‘I’m not doing anything, leave me alone.” Deputy Werner attempted to grasp 
Suspect Anderson's left arm and Suspect Anderson pushed his hand away. Deputy 
Werner was then able to gain control of Suspect Anderson’s right arm by placing it in a 
rear wrist lock. Simultaneously, he control of Suspect 


Andersen's left arm by using a firm grip. 


Deputy a as he and Deputy Werner began to escort Suspect Anderson 


to their vehicle, which was approximately five to ten yards away, he attempted to pull 
away from their control holds. They both tightened their respective holds on Suspect 
Anderson when they heard a “pop” come from his right arm. Once they heard that 
sound, Suspect Anderson suddenly became compliant. They were able to handcuff 
Suspect Anderson and place him in the patrol car without further incident. 


Deputy E: he did not consider using OC spray during the incident 
because he felt he and his partner could handie the suspect by using control holds.

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Deputy HR estimated that the entire incident took approximately three to four 
minutes. 


Deputy [said Suspect Anderson did not complain of any pain. The 
deputies immediately notified their field Sergeant Glenn Walsh and he responded to 
the scene. The deputies decided to call for Compton Fire Department to have him 
medically evaluated based on the sound they heard. Compton Fire Department 
recommended that Suspect Anderson be transported to Gardena Memorial Hospital 
for further examination.

DEPUTY JOHN WERNER, Employee B was interviewed on September 14, 
2011, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Sonja Bracken and Sergeant Dondra 
Cullins. Deputy Werner was represented by Attorney Deborah Wadleigh from Green & 
Shinee. The interview took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in interview room B and 
was digitally recorded. The following is a summary: 


Deputy Werner said he has been with the Department for approximately 6 years. He 
spent} he has been assigned to 
Compton Station. He has been partners with Deputy for approximately 


two years. 


Deputy Werner said he had no contacts with Suspect Anderson prior to this date, 
therefore he was not aware if he had any medical or mental history. He said he 
smelled the odor of alcohol coming from Suspect Anderson but he could not tell if he 
was intoxicated. 


Deputy Werner said he and his partner were traveling westbound on Compton 
Boulevard at Douglas Dollarhide Drive when they saw Suspect Anderson urinating in 
public near bushes on a south side corner. They parked and approached Suspect 
Anderson from in front of him. He instructed Suspect Anderson to cover himself up as 
he began to grab for his left arm. Suspect Anderson responded by cursing and pulling 
away from him. As he then attempted to gain control of Suspect Anderson's right arm, 
Suspect Anderson raised his left fist as if he was going to assault him. He was able to 
gain control of Suspect Anderson's right arm by placing him in a rear wrist lock. 
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Deputy Werner said his partner took control of Suspect Anderson's left arm and they 
began escorting him to their patrol car. During the escort, Suspect Anderson 
attempted to pull away from the control holds by shaking his body back and forth. 


At this point, Deputy Werner said he tightened his grip on Suspect Anderson's right 
arm and he suddenly felt and heard a “pop” sound. He said the positioning of Suspect 
Anderson’s right hand during the rear wrist lock was in the middle, lower back area. 
He said Suspect Anderson instantly became compliant and was handcuffed without 
further incident. 


Deputy Werner estimated that the incident took approximately four to five seconds. He 
said he did not consider using OC spraying or putting out any radio traffic because he 
was already engaged with him, he did not want to relinquish control of his hands or 
take the chance of Suspect Anderson fighting with them. He said their intentions were 
to gain control of Suspect Anderson, escort him to the patrol car, search him and then 
handcuff him prior to placing him inside their vehicle. 


Deputy Werner said Suspect Anderson did not complain of any pain. Sergeant Walsh 
was called to the scene and they collectively decided to have Suspect Anderson 
medically evaluated. Compton Fire Department was summoned and responded to the 
scene. He said Compton Fire personne! recommended that Suspect Anderson be 
medically evaluated further. He was transported via ambulance to Gardena Memorial 
Hospital.

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SUSPECT HARVEY ANDERSON’S STATEMENTS: 


Suspect Harvey Anderson, Booking #2844214, was interviewed on August 15, 
2011, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Sonja Bracken and Sergeant David Bly. 
The interview took place at Compton Station and was digitally recorded. The following 
is a summary: 


Suspect Anderson admitted he was at the shopping center in the area of Compton 
Boulevard and Douglas Dollarhide Drive. He admits he was urinating in the bushes in 
the area. He said the deputies approached him from behind, that is why he did not 
know they were deputies. He did not realize who was grabbing him until he turned and 
saw them. He said both deputies grabbed him, his right arm was “twisted” and then he 
was handcuffed. He said when they grabbed him, he heard and felt like his bone 
cracked in his right arm and this caused him pain. Suspect Anderson denied fighting 
with the deputies or resisting in anyway. 


1AB Note: Later in his interview, Suspect Anderson said he told the 
deputies that his right arm was not in pain but they insisted that he 
should go to the hospital. 


Suspect Anderson denied having any types of injuries or previous broken bones to his 
body prior to contact with the deputies on this date. He did not think the deputies were 
trying to hurt him and believes the injury was an accident. He believed that the 
deputies were trying to place him under arrest for urinating in public. 


He denied being under the influence of any alcohol or drugs.

1AB Note: Suspect Anderson was cited and released from Compton 
Station after his interview with IAB investigators. IAB investigators 
re-contacted Suspect Anderson while canvassing the incident 
scene. Suspect Anderson told investigators that he was hit by a car 
approximately 15-20 years ago and confirmed that he had two 
broken legs due to that accident. He maintained that he had no 
previous injuries to his shoulders or arms.

1AB Note: IAB Sergeant Bracken spoke to Gardena Memorial 
Hospital, Dr. Dugard on 09/21/11. According to the X-ray reading of 
Suspect Anderson’s elbow, it did not show signs of an actual 
fracture. His injury was more of a soft tissue (swelling) injury that is 
normally treat by providing the patient with a sling as a precaution. 
The swelling to his elbow was possibly attributed to Suspect 
Anderson’s age and the position of his elbow as he was resisting 
deputies. Also see Exhibit D, for more information & X-ray pictures 
on Suspect Anderson’s type of injury. 
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
